
Two saved in pool scares

Didsbury Revieir 

The Didsbury Aquatic Centre was the scene of two life- 
threatening incidents last week, which saw one man 
taken to hospital in critical condition after a near-drown¬ 
ing, which was thwarted by a Carstairs business owner, 
and a young hoy saved after dropping several metres 
from a waterslide. 

An investigation is currently underway by Didsbury 
CAO Roy Brown and Town of Didsbury Parks and 
Recreation Manager Byron Sayer into both incidents 
involving Jesse Fuller, 3d, and Nathan Thompson, 7, and 
recommendations, if any, will be presented to Didsbury 
town council to prevent any such incidents from happen¬ 
ing again. 

In the first incident. Nathan was riding the waterslide 
at the Didsbury Aquatic Centre where he says another 
youth approached him from behind at approximately 
4:30 p.m. on June 28. 

“1 went down the slide and another kid went behind 
me, and then beside me and he pushed me off," said 
Nat ban. 

According to Nathan, the push caused him to be tossed 
outside the confines of the slide and hang from the inner 
loop of the apparatus. 

Nathan was left dangling between 10 and 20 feet, 


according to estimates by his mother Denise Thompson, 
and Brown. 

Denise remembers looking up at her son screaming and 
trying to pull himself up. 

“1 was terrified to death," she said. 

That's when Chris Cummings, the father of one of 
Nathan’s friends noticed the distressed child. 

Cummings was near the swinging ropes at the pool 
when he heard the screaming and saw a gathering of peo¬ 
ple looking up at Nathan. 

“His toes and hands were caught and he was able to 
hang there for a few seconds," he said. 

The Didsbury Fire Department had been alerted and 
according to a prepared statement by the town, were on 
their way to the scene. 

While one lifeguard on duty attempted to climb the 
slide and rescue the child, Cummings positioned himself 
beneath Nathan's legs. 

“I said ‘Nathan, if you drop, I’ll catch you,’...as he 
dropped he kind of looked like Spidemian coming 
down." 

Nathan dropped into Cummings’ waiting arms - who 
then gently went to his knees providing, extra cushioning 
for the fall. 

According to the release, Cummings received minor 
cuts and bruising to his knees, but Nathan was uninjured. 

“lie was shaken up," described Cummings, after sitting 


Nathan down. 

“I was worried he was going to hit his head on the side 
of the slide on his way down, but he made it cleanly." 

In the second incident, which occurred on June 30, 
Jesse Fuller of Didsbury nearly drowned while attending 
a public swim. 

Jesse has since has been released from Peter Lougheed 
Hospital and is recovering after being rescued by pool 
patrons and lifeguards. 

Jesse’s wife Angela, said her husband has made an 
amazing recovery and has progressed so well that he'll be 
back to work within a week. 

“It’s amazing, absolutely amazing how a week ago my 
husband was in a trauma unit... and he's sitting up today 
and he’s holding our daughter..." 

“It’s God’s miracle. Jesse had so many people praying 
for him..." 

Karen I^anghor of Didsbury was attending the swim 
with her husband Steve and son Roddy when the incident 
occurred. 

Karen said she was swimming in the deep end of the 
pool when she heard the screams of Jesse’s six-year-old 
son Christian after his father had fallen lifeless at the bot¬ 
tom of the pool. 

At the time, she said the lifeguards on duty were occu¬ 
pied near the other end of the pool, and due to the loud 
music being played and the noise of surrounding swim-

mers, they weren’t able to hear the cries of the young 
boy. 

“He was laying at the bottom of the pool, so at that time 
1 yelled for my husband and the lifeguards and they were 
both in the shallow end talking and they couldn't hear 
me,” said Umghor. 

After notifying her husband, Karen said she dove 
underwater in an attempt to reach Jesse, hut was unable 
to descend to the bottom of the pool. After slit" resur¬ 
faced, her husband was able to get the attention of life¬ 
guards who promptly dove in and pulled him to the pool 
deck 

Karen's husband Steve and the two lifeguards on duty 
then pulled Jesse out of the water ami immediately per¬ 
formed CPR. 

Karen said the two lifeguards worked feverishly to 
resuscitate him. 

“It took a long time, it was very, very scary. It seemed 
like they were doing CPR forever." 

Angela arrived at the pool shortly after paramedics had 
arrived, where she found her husband sitting at the end 
of the pool. 

She said the only thought on Jesse's mind at the time 
was his son. 

“He was just really worried about (him).” 

Jesse was rushed to Didsbury Hospital where doctors 
concluded he should Ik* transferred to Foothills Hospital 
in Calgary. 

While on the way to Calgary, medical personnel were 
forced to pull over in an effort to control Jesse's breath¬ 
ing. 

Upon arrival to Foothills, he was then promptly trans¬ 
ferred to the Laugheed intensive care unit. 

“When I got there, he was in the trauma unit and the 
doctor...(had) called in the family because he didn't 
think Jesse would make it." 

Angela said doctors told her it was unlikely Jesse 
would recover. 

“The doctors said he’d never seen such a case of white 
lung ”

Over the course of the next 48 hours, 
Jesse’s condition had gotten worse, but even¬ 
tually rebounded, much to the astonishment 
of health officials. 

“They said they’d never seen anyone walk 
out of the ICU," said Angela 

Despite the tragic events, Angela said God 
had a hand in it all. and insists her husband’s 
recovery Ls nothing short of a miracle. 

“My husband lielieves that God lias a pur¬ 
pose for him, and a huge purpose and he 
always wondered ‘why me, why did God 
spare my life?’” 

Angela has hailed her son, Karen and the 
lifeguards as heroes. 

“Our son is our hero and he is doing great, 
he just clings to his dad; he knows he did 
good and he’s amazing.” 

“(Karen) did everything right, and you 
know if it hadn’t l>een for her I don’t know, I 
don’t want to think about that, but God knew 
that Jesse needed iter..." 


Meanwhile, Karen stud the events have had 
a profound impact on her life :u«l that of her 
son and husband. 

“That was so hard, when you witness 
something like that and you realize it affects 
real people. My husband came home and was 
in tears liecause it could have tieen him.” 

Karen believes that the pool should consid¬ 
er hiring additional staff and should eliminate 
playing music during swim periods as a 
result of the incident 

Roy Brown, Didsbury (’AO, said lifeguards 
on duty correctly followed procedure and 
did an “exemplary job” in resuscitating Jesse. 

Since the incident, Karen’s family has yet to 
meet Jesse, Angela and Christian, but the two 
families have scheduled a visit with each 
other this week. 

“They call Jesse the miracle boy," said 
Angela 

“Jesse’s not done and I think it’s to show 
people what the power of prayer Ls and God’s 
miracles." 


Didsbury youth gun 
case adjourned

Two youths charged 
after threats were 
allegedly made to their 
Didsbury school in March 
will be back in court in 
three weeks. 

The 12-year-old boys, 
who cannot be named, 
were scheduled to enter 
pleas in Didsbury youth 
court on June 2.'5 but 
adjourned their cases 


until July 21. 

Each boy faces charges 
of break and enter, theft 
under $5,000, unautho¬ 
rized possession of a 
weapon and carrying a 
concealed weapon. One 
of the boys also faces a 
charge of uttering threats 
to cause bodily harm. 

Police seized a handgun 
when the boys were 
arrested on March 11. 

Police say threats were 
made in relation to 


Westglen Middle School. 
The nature of those 
threats has not been 
made public. 

Photos showing a sus¬ 
pect holding a handgun 
were posted on the internet 
prior to the boys' arrest. 

A special Crown prose¬ 
cutor will be assigned to 
try the boys on the 
charges. Both accused 
have been released into 
the custody of their par¬ 
ents.

Spanking debate 
serves public good

Proposed federal legislation that would make 
criminals out of parents and other adults who 
spank children has cleared the Senate and is 
now before the House of Commons. 

The debate over the pros and cons of spank¬ 
ing has been ongoing in Canada for many, many 
years and this latest development will almost 
certainly not be the final chapter in the matter. 

However, the fact the debate itself continues 
is an indication of just how deeply divided soci¬ 
ety is on the issue of childhood discipline and 
just how far adults should be allowed to go in 
‘correcting’ their children’s behavior. 

Sponsored by Liberal Senator Celine 
Hervieux-Payette, the proposed new' legislation 
would make it unlawful for any adult to strike 
any child except in very specific cases involv¬ 
ing the child’s safety. 

"What I’m saying is every citizen in this coun¬ 
try w ill have their physical integrity preserved," 
said Hervieux-Payette. 

While the legislation has virtually no chance 
of becoming law under the Harper 
Conservative minority government, Hervieux- 
Payette says she is confident the Dion Liberals 
would pass it if they w in a majority in the next 
election. 

Currently, Section 43 of the Criminal Code 
allows a parent, a person standing in the place 
of the parent, or a school teacher to use "force 
by way of correction" towards a young person 
over two years of age and under 13 years of 
age. The force must not "exceed what it rea¬ 
sonable under the circumstances". 

Under Hervieux-Payette’s bill, parents and 
caregivers would be prohibited from spanking 
or otherwise striking a child, although they 
could still use force as a last resort to prevent 
a children from hurting himself or herself or 
other children. 

The Foundation for Children, Youth and the 
Law, a national organization that promotes 
youth safety, has mounted a separate Supreme 
Court challenge against Section 43. 

"There is a simple, fundamental dignity issue 
that would say children should be treated as 
people who are entitled to be free from assault, 
the same as a anyone else," said Martha 
MacKinnon, the foundation’s spokesperson. 

Children, and all other citizens for that mat¬ 
ter, are currently protected from assault under 
other sections of the Criminal (’ode. That being 
the case, the spanking debate is fundamentally 
not so much about w hat parents can and can¬ 
not do as it is about the status of children them¬ 
selves. 

The real question is, are children wards of 
their parents and caregivers or are they citizens 
in their own right? Until the spanking issue is 
finally resolved one way or another, that ques¬ 
tion will remain unanswered. 

While the spanking controversy is unlikely to 
gain much attention in the next federal election 
campaign, it is an important public debate.

The school

holidays it would be good to reflect 
on our situation. 

June always seems to bring out so 
many positive feelings. On the local 
level this was seen in the band con¬ 
certs at Westglen and later at tin* 
High School. Both performances 
were supported by capacity audi¬ 
ences who could not fail to be 
impressed by the students’ quality 
of playing. No other teacher is so 
publicly scrutinized as the band 
teacher at a concert where stu¬ 
dents' progress is on display for tin* 
community to judge. Heather 
Biggin and Kirk Wassmer continue 
to uphold the strong reputation that 
Didsbury has earned in instrumen¬ 
tal music. 

Also on the local scene it is satis¬ 
fying to see that the uncertainty sur 
rounding some administrative posi¬ 
tions has been settled. High School 
Principal Garth Dagg, Westglen 
Principal and Vice-Principal Jeff 
Thompson and Carolyn Massel , all 
of whom were in an acting designa¬ 
tion, have been given permanent 
roles. Their appointments appear 
to meet with the support of parents 
and staff. From my perspective, 
after going through the interviews 
with all the candidates it is reassur¬ 
ing to see how well our local people 
compare with applicants from other 
jurisdictions who are keen to move 
to this area. 


Connected with that too is the 
departure of two well known 
Didsbury administrators, Phil 
Corning from Westglen and Steve 
Thompson from Didsbury High. 
They have both held the interests of 
students paramount during their 
years of stalwart service here. We 
thank them most sincerely and wish 
them all the best in their future 
endeavors. Steve will be an Acting 
Assistant Superintendent for the 
Division next year. 

This month I attended two gradu¬ 
ations in Didsbury, the first, modest 
in scale but very meaningful for the 
participants, was for students at the 
Outreach School (now renamed 
Career High). I was particularly 
moved by the achievement of sever¬ 
al students who, for whatever rea¬ 
son, were on their own, supporting 
themselves by working yet studying 
to finish a high school diploma at 
the same time. 

The High School’s graduation cer¬ 
emony was an impressive communi¬ 
ty affair. I stress community 
because not only was the gym 
packed with proud relatives and 
friends but the many generous 
scholarships awarded students had 
been donated by community busi¬ 
nesses, organizations, and individu¬ 
als. Credit goes to Hilda Mary 
Hansen and the late Sharon 
Israelson for organizing the pro¬ 
gram and raising a record amount 
of money this year. 

Among the many achievements of 
the graduates, two stand out as 
being unique in my experience. The 
first was in scoring 100% on the 
pure math 30 diploma exam by 
Kitrina Pen warden. The second 
was in obtaining 174 credits by Gary 
Shultz (where 100 is required for a 


Diploma and 140 is considered 
exceptional). 

As these young men and women 
go their various ways I hope they 
will all stay safe and be around for 
their ten year and twenty year 
reunions. 

Now near the end of my first year 
back on the Board after a three year 
absence 1 have noticed some 
changes. Probably the most signifi¬ 
cant is the more generous level of 
government funding for our various 
operations. The government’s five 
year deal with the ATA was widely 
publicized and has heralded a peri¬ 
od of labour peace and a more pos¬ 
itive atmosphere. However there 
are other examples of improved 
financial support that have gone 
unnoticed. 

For example, four years ago our 
operations and maintenance budget 
was in dire straits. Electricity and 
gas prices had escalated and otdy 
the most urgent repairs got atten¬ 
tion. Perhaps it was the T V. images 
of leaking school roofs in Calgary 
that changed tin* situation, but now 
that budget, like our budget overall, 
is healthy. The irony now is that we 
have the money to tackle a backlog 
of maintenance and repair work but 
have difficulty in a red hot economy 
finding enough trades people to do 
the jobs. 

This column is taking a break for 
the summer. I hope to talk with you 
again in September.

What you need to know about 


Alberta’s Mandatory Ignition Interlock Program 


Effective July 1, 2008, Alberta's Mandatory 
Ignition Interlock Program will come into effect 
for Alberta drivers who have: 

Been convicted of drinking and driving with 
a blood-alcohol reading of double the legal 
limit or higher. 

Refused to provide a breath or blood sample. 

Been a repeat offender during the preceding 
10-year period. 


After serving the prohibition period, drivers must apply to the Alberta Transportation Safety Board 
to have an ignition interlock device installed in their vehicle of choice at their own expense. 

The ignition interlock is an alcohol-sensing device attached to a vehicle’s ignition system. When 
alcohol is detected the driver will not be able to start or drive the vehicle. The device also calls for 
random breath samples. Reinstatement or unrestricted driving privileges at the end of six months 
depends on the participant’s performance in the Program. 

The Mandatory Ignition Interlock Program is part of the Alberta Government’s commitment 
to increase safety on our roads and decrease drinking-and-driving incidences.

In an extraordinary move, Mountain View County has 
come out against comments made by a self-described 
animal activist outside the Didsbury courthouse. 

Drew Marceton confronted accused dog torturer 
Daniel Charles Haskett as he left the court following a 
hearing before Judge Ian Kirkpatrick. 

After hurling abuse at Haskett and his mother, 
Marceton told reporters the following: “Maybe it's time

the vigilantes of Mountain View County should get after 
him (Haskett)." 

The Mountain View Gazette had Marceton’s comments 
but chose not to publish them. However, several other 
national media outlets did publish Marceton’s comments, 
prompting the county to reply. 

“Widely reported comments in the 
national media by an alleged resi¬ 
dent of the town of Didsbury, calling 
for action from so-called ‘vigilantes 
of Mountain View County’, do not 
reflect the views of Mountain View 
County residents, its municipal 
Council, or administration, ”

In a press release issued on July 1, Mountain View 
County said Marceton’s comments in no way reflect the 
view of county council, staff or residents. 

“Widely reported comments in the national media by an 


alleged resident of the town of Didsbury, calling for 
action from so-called “vigilantes of Mountain View 
County", do not reflect the views of Mountain View 
County residents, its municipal Council, or administra¬ 
tion,’ said CAO Doug Plumping. 

“While the circumstances surrounding the events in 
question are very disturbing, Mountain View County, a 
progressive rural municipality located in the heart of the 
Calgary- Edmonton corridor, in no way condones the 
use of vigilante action in this or any other situation. 

Haskett has pleaded guilty to two charges - animal cru¬ 
elty and obstruction of justice- related to severe injuries 
caused to a Lab-collie cross named Daisy Duke. 

Haskett and a 17-year-old youth were charged soon 
after the dog was found on a Didsbury street. Moth 
accused later pleaded guilty, with the youth handed com¬ 
munity service hours and probation. 

During Haskett’s most recent court appearance, he 
made an application to have his guilty verdicts set aside. 
He testified that he only entered the guilty pleas to end 
community harassment, which he said included death 
threats and assaults. 

The judge will rule on the application to vacate the 
charge on Oct. 21. If he decided the pleas should remain 
in place, the judge will then sentence Haskett.

Clover Mount one-room country 
school for the first seven years, get¬ 
ting there by hike, horse or shank's pony. He 
completed the remainder of high school in 
Didsbury, each morning hurrying to complete his 
assigned chores of milking cows, feeding chick¬ 
ens and slopping pigs, in order to catch the school 
bus. He took a year off from schooling at age 15 
to work with his dad on the mixed dairy farm, 
five miles west of town. Immediately following 
high school, Virgil attended Mountain View Bible 
College in Didsbury receiving his Bachelor of 
Theology degree. For a short time he enjoyed 
farming but soon realized God was calling him to 
a lifetime of ministry. He pastored churches in 
Alberta. British Columbia and the US. Later he 
continued his theological training at Goshen, 
Indiana which included one year studying at the 
Institute of Holy Land studies in Israel. Virgil 
later received his Doctor of Ministry at Asbury 
Theological Seminary in IV84. During his pas¬ 
toral ministry, he led churches in Indiana and the 
three western provinces and served as a Professor 
as well as President of Mountain View Bible 
College. While he served as president, he was 
influential in the merger of this College with 
Hillcrest Bible College in Medicine Hat - which 
became Calgary's Rocky Mountain College. Dr. 
Virgil in ministry became a colleague, close 
friend, spiritual advisor and mentor to so many 
folks. Thousands of people hold a piece of Virgil 
- he lived to give of himself to anyone who need¬ 
ed him. Few have been so gifted in sensing anoth¬ 
er's need, and in responding with such compas¬ 
sion and spiritual insight. He demonstrated such 
an intense love for the Lord and deep caring for 
people. Quietly asking the right questions, he 
made you think more deeply, sometimes raising 
an issue that you may have been attempting to 
ignore.
